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Arab summit reaffirms central role of PLO 

Call for independent 
Palestinian state 



ALGIERS, June 10, (Agen- 
cies): Leaders of the 21 mem- 
bers of the Arab League pled- 
ged unequivocal support for 
an independent Palestinian 
state and established a fund 
that would provide hundreds 
of millions of dollars annually 
to finance the uprising in the 
Israeli-occupied territories. 

The Arab summit also 
implicitly rejected US peace 
plans for the Middle East and 
accused Iran of intransigence in 
the Gulf war. 

HH the Amir of Kuwait retur- 
ned home today from Algiers 
after attending the summit. 

The three-day emergency 
meeting, which closed in Algiers 
yesterday, promised the Palestin- 
ians assistance “by all means and 
in all forms" to keep alive the 
campaign of protests against 
Israeli mle which erupted in ihe 
West Bank and Gaza Strip six 
months ago. 

Victory 

Yasser Arafat, whose Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation 
I PLO) won renewed Arab endor- 
se mem as the key to Middle East 
peace, hailed the summit as a 
triumph for the youngsters who 
armed with sticks and stones, 
have fought running battles with 
Israeli troops since last Decem- 
ber. 

“ It's a victory for our people 
inside ... it shows the Arab world 
stands behind the Palestinian 
uprising. The children who 
throw stones in Palestine say we 
will fight on," a jubilant Arafat

told a news conference after the 
closing session. 

A final communique slammed 
US policy in the Middle East, 
saying it favoured Israel, was 
antagonistic to the rights of the 
Palestinian people and 
encouraged Israel to thwart all 
attempts to reach a settlement. 

The communique said: The 
conference hailed the uprising of 
the Palestinian Arab people, 
which forms a (ink in the chain of 
its struggle which has continued 
for more than hail* a century, 
considering it an inseparable 
part of the Palestinian revolu- 
tion. 

“It hailed the heroic acts which 
the Palestinian people are regis- 
tering in resisting the Israeli 
occupation and its magnificent 
determination to liberate its 
occupied land and practice its 
right to return, to self-determina- 
tion and to set up its independent 
slate on its national soil, under 
the leadership of the PLO, its 


legitimate and only represen- 
tative.” 

The communique said: “The 
summit looked at measures to 
support the uprising, enhance its 
effectiveness and ensure that it 
continues and escalates." 

Protection 

The conference called on the 
United Nations Security Council 
... “to work for immediate and 
complete Israeli withdrawal 
from all occupied Arab territory, 
to put the occupied territories 
under the temporary supervision 
of the United Nations to provide 
protection for the citizens and to 
pave the way for the Palestinian 
people to practice their inaliena- 
ble national rights.” 

Delegates said the Arab 
leaders accepted a PLO paper 
with few changes in a political 
triumph which reversed the 
humiliation it suffered in 
Amman last November. 


At the Amman summit Arab 
states dropped the usual 
reference to an independent 
Palestinian state as an essential 
element in any settlement. 

Although the Arab kings, 
presidents and amirs did not 
directly mention the latest US 
Middle East peace plan canvas- 
sed by Secretary of State George 
Shultz, they effectively brushed it 
aside. 

Concession 

They did this by calling for an 
independent Palestinian state 
and PLO representation at any 
Arab- Israeli peace conference. 
The US plan ignores the PLO 
and the idea of Palestinian state- 
hood. 

But they made one concession 
to Washington when they drop- 
ped demands that an inter- 
national peace conference on the 
Middle East should have full 
powers to impose a settlement 


The Shultz plan envisages the 
international conference as a lar- 
gely ceremonial affair to give an 
international stamp of approval 
for subsequent direct talks bet- 
ween Israel and each of its Arab 
neighbours. . 

Delegates said the decision to 
drop this demand in favour of the 
formula favoured by the Soviet 
Union which calls for an “effec- 
tive” conference had left the door 
open for further talks with 
Washington. 

Summing up how Arabs 
regard the uprising, Arab League 
Secretary-General Chedli Klibi 
said: “The uprising is the ins- 
trument and the international 
peace conference is the way to 
achieve peace.” 

Subsidies 

The summit agreed to sub- 
sidise the uprising against Israeli 
occupation of the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. 

Eight delegation chiefs, 
including leaders of the Arab 
world's four wealthiest nations, 
yesterday agreed on their future 
subsidies to the Palestinians and 
to the two "lam confrontation 
states — Syria and Jordan. 

After a 2-1 /2-hour meeting, 
sources close to the delegates said 
that Saadi Arabia, Kuwait, 
Qatar and the United Arab 
Emirates agreed to “specific 
sums” to be granted for the upris- 
ing and to the two states that are 
closest to the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict. 

But the PLO's chief spokes- 
man. Bassam Abu Sharif, told 
reporters the Arab leaders 
agreed to keep the precise sums 
they have promised a secret to 
avoid showing their hand to the 
Israelis. 

Sharif earlier denied reports 
that the Arab leaders had rebuf- 
fed the PLO's demand for funds 
to help finance the uprising, say- 
ing: “There is no truth to the

ALGIERS, June 10, (AP): The 
leaders of the five North African 
countries known as the Magh- 
reb, or the Arab west, today held 
their first summit meeting in his- 
tory to set the seal on their recent 
reconciliation and to diucuss 
future collaboration. 

Delegation sources said the 
five leaders met at a luncheon 
mven by Algerian President 
Chadli Benjedid in his sea- front 
villa near suburban Zeralda. 

Those attenting, in additi on to 
Benjedid, were King Hass an of 
Morocco, President Zine Al 
Abidine Ben Ali of Tuioisia, 
President Moaouia Oulcl Sid 
Ahmed Taya of Mauri tani a and 
Libyan leader Moammar IChad- 
dafi. 

The sources said King Fahd of 
Saudi Arabia also took part. He 
played a crucial role in the May 
16 restoration of diplomatic and 
“fraternal” relations between 
.Algeria and Morocco following 
& break of more than 12 years. 

Ail six leaders took part in the 
three-day Arab summit that 
ended yesterday. 

Apology 

The participation of Khaddafi 
in the meeting had been in doubt 
following an uproar over his 
public insults to Arab leaders 
who maintain good relations 
with the United States. . 

Without naming the leaders he 
had in mind. Khaddafj told a 
plenary session of the Arab sum- 
mit that the US was “the enemy 
of the Arab nation, and any Arab 
leader who collaborates with it is 
a lackey of imperialism, and 
can go to helL” 

But speaking in ah apparently 
chastened mood to the dosing 
meeting of the summit last night, 
Khaddaf: offered a back -handed 
apology for his outburst and 
announced that he intended to 
take part in the Maghreb meet- 
ing. 

He assured the leaders he had 
meant no personal offence to any 
of them, adding “such squabbles 
among Arab brothers only lead 
to greater Arab unity.” 


Israel tries to foil 
Palestinian self-rule 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
June 10. (Agencies): Israeli 
military authorities are trying to 
slop Palestinians establishing a 
system of self-government in 
occupied territories after six 
months of revolt against Israeli 
rule. 

Shmuel Goren. a government 
administrator in the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip, said 
yesterday: 

“We are making efforts ... to 
prevent a situation in which they 
will have alternative systems (of 
government), in which the civil 
rebellion will become a reality.” 

Goren said in an interview on 
Army radio that the civil admin- 
istration in the occupied 
territories had suffered from the 
uprising but had not lost control 
over the local population. 

“We are making efforts to con- 
tinue a dialogue with the popula- 
tion despite everything that has 
happened ... and not to lose con- 
tact with the population.” he 
said. 

Die 

Two Palestinians died yester- 
day amid widespread clashes and 
a general strike called by the clan-, 
destine leadership of the uprising 
to mark the six-month anniver- 
sary of the revolt. 

Security sources said it was 
one of the most violent days of 
the last few weeks. 

Israeli troops shot dead a 
Palestinian youth near the West 
Bank town of Nablus when he 
threw a brick at soldiers. A 
second Palestinia n died of a heart 
attack after his car was stoned 
near the Dheishch refugee camp. 
At least three others were injured 
in clashes. 

Troops destroyed the homes 
of two Gaza residents suspected 
of throwing petrol bombs. 
“These actions are taken to deter 
other Palestinians from throw- 
ing fire bombs.” an Army spok- 
esman said. 

Israeli troops also destroyed 
ihe home of a 26-year-old Pales- 


tinian who they said confessed to 
stabbing the Israeli-appointed 
mayor of Al Bireh in the West 
Bank, security sources said. 

The sources said K ham is Araj 
of Jelazoun refugee camp north 
of AJ Bireh was arrested during 
the night and his home was 
blown up about 1 2 hours later. 

Araj has not yet been charged 
with stabbing Mayor Hassan Al 
Tawil. who received serious chest 
and stomach wounds in the 
attack outside his town hall on 
Tuesday. 

Following 

Tawil had ignored demands to 
resign from the leadership of the 
Palestinian uprising. 

Security sources said Araj had 
been following Tawil with the 
intention of killing him. 

Israel has arrested two Pales- 
tinian reporters and a writer in a 
continuing crackdown on Arab 
journalists. Arab newspapers 
reported today. An Israeli report 
said the government may again 
shut down West Bank schools. 

Israeli authorities freed Faisal 
Husseini. head of the Centre lor 
Arab Studies in East Jerusalem, 
after he spent nine months in 
prison without trial. 

PaJestinian-American activist 
Mubarak Awad, due to be 
expelled from Israel imminently, 
said today he would launch a 
campaign for his return as soon 
as he reached the United States.

Khomeini near death from 
cancer: intelligence reports 


WASHINGTON, June 10. 
(Agencies): US intelligence 
reports say Iranian spiritual 
leader Ayatollah Khomeini is 
riddled with cancer and could die 
within days or months, an 
administration official said 
today. 

“He's going to die soon,” the 
official said. 

The official, who asked not to 
be identified, said Khomeini 
could die as soon as five days, but 
added “I don' think anybody 
really' knows excaclly.” citing the 
Ayatollah's family's history of 
longevity. 

LS intelligence reports show 
Khomeini is suffering from 
several kinds of cancer, said the 
official, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity. 

Spread 

Theoffirial said a report by the 
CBS television network quoting 
US intelligence sources estimat- 
ing Khomeini could die in two to 
three months was “accurate 
enough to prompt an investiga- 
tion” on how the information 
was leaked. 

There was no immediate reac- 
tion from Iran on the report. 

In Manama. Bahrain, a West 
European diplomat recently in 
Tehran said today Khomeini has

suffered from cancer of the pros- 
tate “for some time.” But he said 
if surgeons had removed the 
prostate before the cancer 
spread, then “Khomeini may 
have been cured and could live 
for 10 years or even longer.” 

The diplomat said, however, if 
the cancer in. the prostate gland 
has spread." the 88-year-old- 
Khomeini could die within mon- 
ths. . . 

CBS television quoted 
intelligence sources in Washing- 
ton as saying Khomeini's cancer 
spread from the prostate to the 
liver — giving the Iranian 
patriarch only two to three mon- 


ths to live. 

In January 1980, Khomeini 
underwent heart surgery in 
Tehran and reports circulating in « 
Iranian capital then were that he 
was fitted with a pacemaker. 

At that time, sources in Tehran, 
said Khomeini suffered from 
“dormant” prostate cancer des- 
cribed as no threat to his life. 

The CBS News acknowledged 
that previous reports of 
Khomeini’s demise have proved 
premature but said some US 
intelligence officers believed the 
transition to a new government 
in Iran had begun. 

Meeting 

Khomeini had recently made 
up a new will and the Speaker of 
Iran's Parliament, Ali Akbar 
Hasbemi Rafsanjani, has been 
named the commander-in-chief 
of the armed forces, a title which 
had belonged to Khomeini. CBS 
News noted. 

US intelligence officials said' 
they believed Ayatollah Hussc'n 
Ali Momazeri. the designated 
heir-apparent, would succeed 
Khomeini but that the real power 
would be wielded by Rafsanjani, 
the CBS News report said. 

Montazeri met with two of 
Iran's senior leaders in the last 
two days. 


Two killed as Iraq attacks ships 


MANAMA, Bahrain. June 10. 
(Agencies): Iraqi warplanes 
raided a tanker off ihe Iranian 
coast al dawn today a day after 
an Iraqi aircraft missile slammed 
into a salvage tugboat serving 
Iranian vessels, killing two of its 
seamen. 

The attacks shattered a two- 
week lull in the so-called tanker 
war. a spinoff from the iraq-Iran 
war which is almost eight years 
old. 

They appeared to herald a 
fresh surge in the ! raqi attempt to 


blockade Iranian oil shipping 

lanes. 

A military spokesman in 
Baghdad said Iraqi Air Force jets 
were reconnoitring Iranian 
waters when they “spotted and 
attacked a large maritime tar- 
get'' which usually means a tan- 
ker. ■ 

There was no independent 
confirmation of the Iraqi claim. 
But shipping sources in the Gulf 
and the London-based Lloyd’s 
shippingintelligenceuniisaid the 


742-ton tug Sal verve was hit by 
an Iraqi missile yesterday in the 
northern Gulf. 

Lloyd’s, which monitors ship- 
ping around the world, said two 
crewmen were killed aboard the 
Singa pore-flag tug. Shipping 
executives said the casualties 
were probably Filipinos. 

Two, vessels resembling Uran- 
ian speedboats raced toward a 
convoy of US warships and re- 
registered tankers, but veered off 
without attacking, US Navy 
officials said today. 


US government 
decides to sell 40 
F-18s to Kuwait 


WASHINGTON, June 10, 
(Agencies): The US government 
has approved the sale of 40 F- 1 8 
Hornet fighter-bombers to 
Kuwait along with nearly 600 
missiles and bombs at a total cost 
of SI .9 billion, administration 
officials have said. 

The proposed sale to the Arab 
nation in the strategic Gulf could 
trigger a battle in Congress, 
which must approve the sale, 
with supporters of Israel. 

The Hornet is a carrier-based 
aircraft made by McDonnell 
Douglas Corp. of St Louis with 
two engines that give it reliability 
for long flights over water. - 

The Reagan administration 
“informally notified” the Con- 
gress of its intention to sell the F- 
18s today. 

Consistent 

Congress will have the usual 
20-day period for informal con- 
sideration of aD arms sales. If no 
sufficient opposition material- 
ises, the Pentagon would then 
submit a formal, public notifica- 
tion, then Congress has 30 days 
to disapprove. 

When the Kuwaiti request was 
disclosed last month, a US State 
Department spokesman said the 
sale would be “consistent with 
our longstanding policy on sales 
of advanced aireraft to the Gulf ! 
nations. 

State Department officials 
met with members of the foreign 
relations committee yesterday to 
push through the sale, arguing 
that the sale will further boost the 
security of the Gulf states against 
outside threats. 

According to a briefing paper 
submitted to Congress published ' 
in the Washington Times news- 
paper today, the Kuwaiti sale 
“creates a unique, opportunity 
for the U3~to alleviate damage 
done to dialogue in the Gulf 
region by recent military sales 
refusals...” 


Officialssaid there has been no 
indication thus far that the 
influential American Israel 
Public Affairs Committee 
(AIPAC), the so-called Israeli 
lobby, will oppose the sale of 
such advanced weapons to 
Kuwait. 

If opposed, the sale could trig- 
ger an election-year battle when 
many candidates, including the 
two men running for president, 
would value the support ot 
AIPAC and the Jewish commun- 
ity. 

According to the times, in 
addition to the jets, Kuwait 
wants the following weapons the 
Hornet is capable of carrying: 
300 Maverick air-to-ground mis- 
siles, 200 Sparrow air-to-air mis- 
siles, 120 air-to-air Sidewinder 
missiles, 40 Harpoon anti-ship 
missiles , and several mines and 
bombs. 

Ally 

State Department officials 
have argued that if the Congress 
fails to approve the sale, Kuwait 
will turn to France and buy more 
Mirage 2000 fighter planes. 

Kuwait is a valued US ally in 
the Gulf, through which much of 
the Western world's oil flows. 
Last July , the Navy began escort- 
ing through the Gulf 1 1 Kuwaiti 
oil tankers, re-registered in the 
United States. 

The F-18 has been sold only to 
Australia, Canada and Spain 
and never to an Arab or other 
Third World country. 

Kuwait at present has two 
squadrons ofUS-made A4 Sky h- 
awks, a plane which is also used 
by the US Navy but which is less 
advanced than the F-18. 

The F-18 has a combat radius 
of more than 500 nautical miles, 
which would allow it to lly from 
Kuwait almost to the other end 
of the Gulf or to penetrate deep 
into Iranian territory, if neces- 
sary.

Zia appoints new 
caretaker cabinet 

ISLAMABAD, June 10. (Agen- 
cies): President Mohammad Zia- • 
ul-Haq has appointed an interim 
Pakistani government which 
political analysts said would 
extend his own power but also 
signalled he would hold elections 
as promised. 

He cancelled a visit to the 
United Nations and Washington 
scheduled for next week. 

Zia took the oath at noon from 
18 ministers at his residence in 
the capital yesterday. 

As expected. Zia will head the 
government 

The new line-up included a 
solid core of loyal supporters, 
eight of them former ministers he 
sacked last month, and represen- 
tatives of almost every other 
shade of national life. 

The major new appointment 
was Sahabzada Yaqub Khan as 
foreign minister, a dose friend of 
Zia, an old Army colleague, and 
an experienced international 
statesman. 

Reason 

The appointment of so many 
members of the old cabinet only 
two weeks after he sacked them 
supposedly for corruption, econ- 
omic mismanagement, and lack 
of Islamic fervour, appeared to

Botha extends emergency 


JOHANNESBURG, June -10, 
(API: President P.W. Botha 
today extended the two-year 
nationwide state of emergency 
for another year, saying ordinary 
laws were inadequate to main- 
tain order. 

Anti-apartheid leaders 
immediately assailed the 
announcement, which means 
hundreds of prominent activists 
will remain in jail without 
charge. White women from the 
Black Sash Civil Rights Group 
stood along highways in Johan- 
nesburg during the morning rush 
hour with posters saying: “Apar- 
theid is the emergency." 


Terror 


Botha's proclamation came 
two days after blacks ended Lheir 
biggest and longest general strike 
against the white-controlled 
government. The extension took 
effect immediately upon publica- 
tion of a special government 
gazette in Pretoria, the capital. 


"It is indeed the aspiration of 
the government that conditions 
will change to such an ex ten t that 
the declared state of emergency 
can be lifted," Botha said in a 
statement 

intimidation and terror are 
aimed at undermining the 
political, economic and social 
activities of all our communities. 
It is also being employed to dis- 
trupt our courts and legal 
procedures," he said. 

The emergency regulations 
allow sweeping powers of deten- 
tion, outlaw many forms of 
peaceful anti-government 
protests and restrict freedom of 
speech, press and assembly. 

Helen Suzman, a long-serving 
member of parliament for the 
anti-apartheid Progressive 
Federal Party, said Botha's 
announcement was “extremely 
depressing, and hardly likely to 
restore confidence in the future 
stability of South Africa.” 

“We might just as well prepare 


puxselves for a permanent state 
af emergency," said independent 
member of parliament Jan van 
Eck. “A minority regime will not 
x able to govern this country 
without the very wide and very 
arbitrary powers afforded by the 
i state of emergency."

t. my and maintain separate 
r evidential districts, schools and 
li ealth services. 

Strike 

Despite banning of anti-apar- 
theid groups and restrictions on 
their leaders, more than 2 million

ufr Wednesday. The strike was 
tiled to protest these restric- 
tijons and oppose labour legisla- 
tion that could weaken black 


after two years of daily violence 
that claimed 1,700 lives. By mid- 
1987, the violence lessened, alth- 
ough the toll had reached 2,500 
from township political violence, 
anti-apartheid protests and 
security force action. 

More than 100 bombings and 
land mine explosions have 
rocked the country in the past 
two years, most of them blamed 
on the outlawed African 
National Congress, the major 
guerrilla group fighting the 
government. ANC leaders, in 
recent interviews, have vowed to 
escalate attacks.

NAIROBI. June 10, <AP): 
Somali troops have executed 
dozens of men and destroyed 
homes of suspected rebel sym- 
pathisers in Hargeisa town where 
at least 1,000 people have been 
killed or wounded in recent fight- 
ing, foreign aid workers airlifted 
from thewarzone said yesterday. 

The evacuees, some of more 
than three dozensa who arrived 
in Nairobi on Wednesday, could 
not give an accurate count of the 
number killed or wounded in 
fighting that began with a moon- 
lit rebel attack May 31 in the 
northern town of Hargeisa. 

Nor could they say how many 
of the casualties were civilians, 
soldiers or rebels.

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Norway, Israel settle 
heavy water dispute 


OSLO. June 10, (Reuter): Nor- 
way and Israel have resolved a 


Oslo almost 30 years ago, but 
government sources said the 
compromise solution would not 
allow Norway to check whether 
it was used to make atomic 


weapons. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
John Sjoemebye tola Reuters 
today that Norway could now 
inspect heavy water left over 
from a secret 1959 sale to Israel. 

“The solution is a com- 
promise,” Bjocmebye said. 
“Although we will run chemical 
analysis, it will give us no real 
opportunity to find out what it 
has been used for.” 

Norway sold the water on con- 
dition that it was used only for 
peaceful purposes. In late 1986 
Oslo demanded the right to ins- 
pection after suspicions were 
roused that Israel had used it to 
make plutonium for atomic 
weapons. 

Israel refuses to confirm or 
deny that it .possesses such 
weapons and initially turned 


down the request. 

Bjoemebye said the water, of 
which about nine tonnes remain 
from the original 20, had been 
mixed with supplies from other 
countries. A Norwegian request 
to inspect the water at Israel's 
dimona nuclear reactor had also 
been turned down. 

Compromise 


But in this week's final round 
of negotiations in Oslo, Israel 
had reversed its original rejection 
of a request for the Vienna-based 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency (IAEA) to inspect the 
water on Norway's behalf. 

“That was their part of the 
compromise," one government 
source said. u We have also won 
the right to inspect our water, 
through the IAEA, every time it 
is used m the future." 

Theo Koritzinsky, a left-wing 
member of parliament who 
played a key role in questioning 
what happened to the water, said 
Norway had given in to Israel by 
conceding that it could not prove 
how the water bad been used. 


Heart diseases rising 
in Third World 


GENEVA, June 10, (AP): 
Incidences ofheart attack, stroke 
and high blood pressure have 
increased in lesser developed 
countries because people have 
adopted Western practices such 
as eatingmore salt and exercising 
less, experts at a World Health 
Organisation meeting said. 

The experts from 1 7 countries 
ended a four-day meeting by 
recommending that govern- 
ments pf lesser developed coun- 
tries launch information cam- 
paigns to educate their citizens 
about cardiovascular diseases 
and how lifestyle changes can 
prevent them. 

Developing countries should 


also improve their ability to treat 
victims of cardiovascular dis- 
eases by training more doctors in 
the field and conducting more 
research, committee president 
Dr Kihumbu Thairu of Kenya 
told a news conference. 

The committee's recommen- 
dations were to be distributed to 
governments as guidelines to 
help fight heart disease and 
hypertension, or high blood 
pressure, the most common cir- 
culatory disorder. 

Thairu said people in develop- 
ing countries cannot always 
afford drugs used in Western 
countries to treat high blood 
pressure.

Meanwhile, ’ the 13-member 
Northern delegation arrived at 
the Panmunjom border village 
accompanied by journalists and 
officials, according to the North . 
Korean Central News Agency 
(KCNA) monitored in Tokyo. 

The South Korean govern- 
ment. which maintains the 
proposed student meeting is 
merely a Pyongyang propa ganda 
ploy, mobilised an estimated 
60,000 police to stop the South- 
ern radicals joining them. 

„ By afternoon, the time at 
^Ihich the “national reunifica- 
tion” meeting was due to take 
place, no Southern students had 
reached the Imjiu River, thre- 
shold to the de militarise d zone 
and Panmunjom. 

A Reuter correspondent at 
Imjin-Gak, on the southern 
shore of the river, said two 
youths managed to get within

Another man. was arrested as 
he tried to take a mountain trail 
down to a bridge over the Zmjio, 
the last natural barrier on. the 
routefrom Seoul to the border 50 
km north of the capital. 

In all the correspondent said, 
only 37 of the promised 40,000 
student campaigners managed to 
elude police and reach the town 
of M uman, a few km before 
Imjin-Gak. All were detained in 
the town. Some of them were 
kicked and punched as they were 
hauled away. 

There ,were 10 extra road 
blocks today on the already 
heavily guarded main highway 
running north from Seoul 
towards Imjin-Gak. 

Back in Seoul, some 4,000 
students lay down in the road 
leading north and dared police to 
move them, witnesses said. The 
lie-in lasted the time it took 
police to bring up their armoured 
gas trucks which quickly disper- 
sed the protesters. 

Arrests 

Police made more than 100 
arrests and made the detainees 
knee] on the road, witnesses said. 

The North Korean delegation 
at Panmunjom, meanwhile, was 
making the best of the situation. 

KCNA said delegation chief 
Ko Ung-Sam, from Kim B-Sung 
University in Pyongyang, 
entered the conference hall at the 
border village at the prescribed 
hour and sat waiting for his 
Southern counterparts. 

“He expressed the belief that 


the South Korean students will 
certainly make their appearance 
at the place for talks, because 
they .initiated talks and .desig- 
nated the date and time for 
talks,” the official agency said. 

North Korean newspapers 
earlier criticised the Seoul gover- 
nment for preventing its students 
attending the talks, which itsaid 
were aimed at furthering 
national reunification. 

Southern students also wanted 
to express support for Pyon- 
gyang’s demand to.be allowed to 
co-host this summer’s Olympic 
Games. 

Criminal act 

Earlier KCNA quoted 
Rodong Sinmun, the newspaper 
of the ruling Korean Workers' 
Party, as slamming Seoul's 
decision to thwart Southern par- 
ticipation in the border talks. 

“This is an arbitraiy and Fas- 
cist anti-national criminal act 
that can be committed only by 
the Rah Tae-Woo group which 
stands in awe of thepeople and is 
opposed to reunification,” the 
Northern daily said. 

South Korean President Roh, 
who took power in February 
after the country's first free elec- 
tion in 16 years, opposed the 
student radicals’ plan to march 
to Panmunjom. 

On Wednesday, though, he 
again stressed his personal com- 
mitment to working towards 
national reunification, asking 
the student leaders to trust his 
government’s efforts on this 
path. 


Indians can 
have sex with

NEW DELHI, June 10, (AP): 
The Law Ministry has rejec- 
ted a proposed line and jail 
term for Indians caught hav- 
ing sex with foreigners, saying 
the plan for fighting AIDS 
would violate the constitu- 
tion, news reports said today. 
The Indian Council for Medial 
Research earlier this week 
proposed the three-month jail 
.sentence and fine as a way. to 
stop the spread of the deadly 
Acquired Immune Def- 
iciency Syndrome. 

All but one of the 12 AIDS 
deaths in India were people 
who had contracted the dis- 
ease abroad, according to the 
council. 

The proposal, which did not say 
how the law would be .enfor- 
ced, prompted mixed reac- 
tion. 

The Indian Express newspaper, 
in an article today under the 
headline, "No sex please, we 
are Indians,” raised the spec- 
ter of a “police peeping 
squad” with “special acces- 
1 -sories” to bring culprits from 
the bedroom to thejaflhoose. 
Despite the rejection today. Dr 
S J*. Tripatni, a director gen- 
eral of the council, told the 
newspaper the issue would be 
raised in parliament next year 
after a national debate. 
Tripathi said he would like the 
legislation to include man- 
datory testing of all' people 
arriving in India from 
abroad, including returning 
Indians. But he insisted the 
move was not meant to scare 
away tourists.

Awadi criticises 
UNDP practices 


UNITED NATIONS, June 10, 
(KUNA): Arab states yesterday 
paid tribute to UN efforts to* 
promote disarmament and curb 
the arms race, but warned that 
Israel and South Africa's nuclear 
capabilities pose a threat to the 
world. 

Speaking in the Greneral 
Assembly's special session on 
disarmament, Mohammad Hus- 
sain Al Shaali, chairman of the 
delegation of the United Arab 
Emirates, condemned the 
acquisition of nuclear weapons 
by the two states which he said 
could destabilise the Middle East 
and Africa. 

It is important, he said, that 
the international community 
acts to ensure that the two coun- 
tries place their nuclear facilities 
under international inspection. 

Al Shaal said his government 


supports thecreation of anticlear 
wea pons-free zone in the Middle 
East. 

Sudanese representative Amin 
Abdoun told the meeting their 
special session reflects the con- 
cerns of the international com- 
munity about the future of the 
world. He said a regime of collec- 
tive security is essential. 

Guarantees 

While the US-Soviet summit is 
commendable, he said that not- 
withstanding their achievements 
the arms race continues. 

He called for denuclearised 
zones in the Middle East and 
other regions and condemned 
the nuclear power programmes 
of Israel and South Africa. 

Foreign Minister Jadallah 
Azouz Al Talhi of Libya said 


until real and enhanced detente 
has been established, non- 
nuclear states need guarantees 

against the use or threat of use of 

such weapons. 

“The fact that the racist 
regimes in occupied Palestine 
and South Africa have acquired 
nuclear capabilities confirms the 
conviction of the people of 
Africa and the Middle East that 
security imbalances will persist in 
their regions," he said. 

Al Talhi warned that the 
collaboration between South 
Africa and some major Western 
states will boost its nuclear 
capabilities and create “a night- 
mare" for Afirica. 

He also deplored attempts by 
“certain countries and industrial 
corporations" to bury or store 
nuclear and industrial wastes in 
Africa.

Arab accused of spying for Israel 


LONDON, June 10, (KUNA): 
An Arab accused of storing an 
arms cache in his bathroom was 
secretly spying for Israel, the cen- 
tral criminal court in London 
heard Friday.

Ismael £owan was arrested, by 
. British anti -terrorist squad

ades at his Hull home, northern 
England. ■ 

So wan alleged that he was 
looking after them for Abdel 
Rahman Mustapha, who is susp- 
ected by British police of being 
involved “in the murder of the 
prominent Palestinian cartoon- 
ist, Naji Al Ah, in London last 
year. 

Confirmed 

So wan admitted candidly to 
the court that he was working for 
the Israeli security service, M os- 
sad. 

■ Part of his brief was “to feed 
the Israelis information about 


Mustapha’s movements in 
England." 

When British police checked 
Sowan's confession with the 
Israeli Embassy in London they 
confirmed that “he was in con- 
tact with them on occasions and 
simmer JasL year he had 
-.told than lhat he was storing 
fentcases Jor- Mustapha", 
Nulling^ who -represents 
the prosecution said. 

Sowan. 28, denied illegal pos- 
session of the explosives and 
arms. 

He said that he had no idea 
what was in the suitcases when he 
agreed to store them at his home. 

Paid 

The defence lawyer, David 
Cocks, said Israel's admission 
that Sowan had been working for 
them for some time was “an 
astonishing, bizarre and intrigu- 
ing feature in the case.” 

He said Sowan was bom a 
Palestinian in Jerusalem and 
“trod through amaze of conflict- 


ing loyalties." 

The lawyer told the court that 
Sowan “had been paid by the 
Israelis for a long time. 

“They paid for his flat while he 
was living in Paris and was given 
a reasonable sum each month. 
When he came here they paid him, . 
600 pounds a month for what he 
-was doing. 

Suspicious 

After Mustapha asked him to 
look after the suitcases while he 
was abroad, Sowan became 
“suspicious" about their con- 
tents. said Cocks. 

“He made an appointment to 
see the Israeli authorities while 
he was on holiday there. They 
told him not to worry and that a 
man called David would be in 
touch with him when he arrived 
back in England,” the defence 
added. 

But shortly after his return 
police raided his flat and he was 
arrested. 


GENEVA, June 10, (KUNA): A

Kuwaiti delegate criticises IAEA’s 
report on Israeli nuclear capabilities 


VIENNA, June 10, (KUNA): 
Arab delegations participating 
in the meetings of the board of 
governors of the international 
Atomic Energy Agency 
vehemently criticised a report by 
IAEA's cureclor-general Hans 
Blix on “the Israeli nuclear 
capabilities and their danger on 
world and regional peace. 

Blix was entrusted to prepare a 
report on the topic by the agen- 
cy's general conference held here 
in September, 1987. 

In statements to KUNA, head 
of the Kuwaiti delegation 
Abdulla Munayes described the 
report as “meagre, weak and 
does not meet the requirements” 
in this respect. 

Munayes, who was speaking 
on behalf of Arab delegations, 
said Blix only stressed some gen- 
eral idea* and well-known con- 
cepts without adding anything 
new. 

The secretary-general had 
plenty of time to receive Israeli 
replies to his queries about the 
nature of Israeli nuclear installa- 
tions and the agency's right to 


inspect them. Munayes said. 

Blix presented an ambiguous 
explanation of the disap- 
pearance of heavy water 
obtained by Israel from Norway 
in 1959 which Israel said it was 
subject to Norwegian guaran- 
tees, he said. 

Munayes noted, however, 
guarantees should be obtained 
from the IAEA, not from a cer- 
tain country, 

Munayes, chief engineer at 
Kuwait's MinisLry of Electricity 
and Water, said Arab delega- 
tions are presently preparing an 
appropriate reply to the meagre 
report in co-ordination with 
other countries who sympath- 
ised with the Arab viewpoint. 

The Arab board of nuclear 
energy will hold a meeting next 
Tuesday in Tunis to discuss the 
outcome of this meeting as well 
as Israeli nuclear threats. 

In an attempt to cover up shor- 
tcomings of the report, Blix said 
the IAEA is specialised in con- 
trolling industrial nuclear ins- 
tallations, but is is not able to

LOS ANGELES, (Reuter): 
Michael Dukakis and George 
Bush, their nominations firmly 
in hand as US presidential can- 
didates for the Democrats and 
Republicans, are girding for a 
five-month battle in which the 
better known Bush seems at this 
stage to be the underdog. 

Opinion polls show Massa- 
chusetts governor Dukakis lead- 
ing Vice-President Bush by up to 
15 points nationally as well as 
having a similar substantial lead 
in the two key stales of California 
and New York, which together 
account for 83 of the 270 elec- 
toral votes needed to win the Nov 
8 election. 

Opinion polls conducted five 
months before theelection have a 
mixed record for forecasting the 
outcome, but most political 
experts agree the once high-fly- 
ing Bush has lost the lead. 

Surveys show about 40 per 
cent of tbe voters hold an 
unfavourable opinion of the 
vice-president. Many voters 
believe he is a weak leader with 
few strongly. hdd views.

Political experts say this is par- 
ticularly troublesome because it 
is difficult to change voters' 
minds once they decide they do 
not like a candidate.

KASHGAR,- China, (Reuter):

Wang — that is not his real 
name — confessed he was an 
anti-communisi.spy in the 1940s. 
He was one of those left behind 
when communist forces drove 
Chiang" s Nationalist armies ofT 
the mainland in 1949. 

“f was a student oflaw in Beij- 
ing when the communists won, 
but I had been working as a spy 
for the Nationalists as well. 

“They put me in the Beijing 
number one prison, which is one 
of their more comfortable ones, 
because I pretended to co- 
operate with them.” said Wang, 
sipping brandy in a dingy Kash- 
gar restaurant. 

“In the 1950s there were lots of 
strange criminals in there — a 
Russian car thief and two other, 
foreigners who bad planted a 
bomb in Tianamen Square. . 

“I was a model prisoner, all- 
owed to study and play the saxo- 
phone in theprison band. During 
the Great Leap Forward (of the 


late' 1950s) we were better off 
than a lot of people outside who 
were starving, we always had 
enough food every day. 

■“They let me out in 1963 and - 
gave me a menial job in Beijing, 
and I got married. It was a good 
period. I said all the right things 
to make them think 1 was refor- 
med- 

"But in 2966 the Cultural 
Revolution started and Red 
Guards made me do the airplane 
(a torture in which vic tims were 
forced to bend over with arms, 
outstretched behind) because !' 
was an old Nationalist 

“I knew I was in trouble so l 
decided .to be a hero. Chairman 
Mao was calling for volunteers to 
go to remote border areas to' 
open up the wilderness. If I, 
hadn’t volunteered they would 
have sent me anyway. I survived 
because I was clever. 

.“I had to leave my wife behind. 

I never. saw 'her' again," said 
Wang, whose furrowed face 
looks older than his 60 years but 
whose limbs are vigorous. 

‘it took weeks on the back of a 
truck to reachKashgar. I worked 
in a construction gang, the condi- 
tions were very hard, worse than 
prison. The worst thing was the 
loneliness. I was educated, not 
like my workmates. 


“Not many -Red Guards rea- 
ched Kashgar, so I escaped the 
rest of the Cultural Reovlution. 
In olherpartsofXinjiang region, 
political factions fought battles 
with guns — all claiming to be the 
true revolutionaries'.

Argentina may shut down 
nuclear plant project

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, 
(AP): Financial shortfalls may 
force Argentina, Latin 
America’s leading user of nuclear 
power, to halt construction on a 
third nuclear reactor and a 
heavy-water plant, its top 
nuclear official says. 

Plans are being made to stop 
work on the nuclear reactor Atu- 
cha H. winch is 60 per cent com- 
pleted, and Arroyito, 90 per cent 
finished, unless financing is 
obtained or the government 
agrees to a 5800-million budget 
request, said Emma Perez 
Ferreira, president of the 
National Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. 

“We’ll have to stop work on 
the big ones first if we don’t get 
enough money or obtain financ- 
ing for the projects,” Ms Perez 
Ferreira. Argentina’s top-rank- 
ing female government official, 
said in a recent interview. 

A shutdown could hurt Argen- 
tina’s nuclear industry; which is 
die most advanced in the Wes- 
tern hemisphere outside the 
United States and Canada, and 
cut into its future sales of surplus 
heavy water.

G reek-T u rkish peace i n itiative 
set for toughest test to date

ATHENS. (Reuter): When 
Thriti^b Prime Minister Turgot 
Ozal . makes an historic visit to 
Athens next week, the odds are 
against a breakthrough on dis- 
putes over Cyprus and the 
Aegean. But the odds have been 
wrong all year — a year of surpr- 
ises in Greek-Turkwh relations. 

Ozal and Grade Prime' Mini- 
ster Andreas Papandreou defied 
political pundits in both conn-, 
tries in January, when they laun- 
ched a' peace initiative and set & 
“no war” course for the oft-feud- 
ing NATO allies. 

Since then, predictions of 
failure and impending collapse 
have greeted each step along the' 
peace path. But the prime mini - 
sters, with their prestige stamped 
on the initiative, have kept the 
process alive. 

Nonetheless, the three-day 
official visit to Athens, the first . 
byaTurldshprime minister since 
Greece won independence from 
Turkish -Ottoman rule in 1830, 
wSl be the toughest test to date 
when it begins on Monday.

’After numerous - minor 
agreements and lower-level visits 
to foster rapprochement over the 
past szxmozzths, Papandreou has 
made dear he WiD push the most 
emotive issue dividing the east 
Mediterranean neighbours — 
.Cyprus. 

“Cyprus is the central theme in 
discussions between Ozal and 
myself and will continue to be 


during his visit," Papandreou 
told the Greek parliament this 
week. “We have a holy duty to 
protect our fellow nationals. '

i960, has been- marked by 
repeated dashes between the 
Greek and Turkish commun- 
ities' 

In . 1974, Turkish troops 
occupied the northern third of 
tbe island, following a short- 
lived. coup .by Greek Army 
officers directed ty the military 
junta then ruling in Athens.

Cyprus if the subject is raised and 
..there has been a flurry of activity 
at United Nations headquarters 
in New York. But there are no 
signs that withdrawal of some 
20,000 to 30,000 Turkish troops 
is imminent., 

“We can’t pull out even one 
soldier as long as we are pres- 
sured," Ozal said in an interview 
this week in New York, where he 
was attending a UN session. 

Papandreou, in apparent 
anticipation of subjects which 
might be raised by Ozal, said the 
status of the Muriim minority in 
Greet* had no place at the talks. 
His spokesman have ruled out 
discussions on national sove- 
reignty — a reference to 
numerous disputes over territory 
and rights in the Aegean region. 

The Aegean was the most 
recent issue to bring the countries 
dose to war, when xn March last 
year a Turkish oil exploration 
ship was preparing t6 enter the 
region.

Stunning chart success for new UK group 


Bros: a new pop sensation

SINGER MattGoss has an ail- 
consuming ambition — he 
wants to be in “the biggest band 
in the world." 

It is, of course, something 
most would be pop stars dream 
about — but Matt may well see 
his wish granted — and soon. 

He is the 19-year-old front- 
man in Bros, the new chart sen- 
sation who have taken the pop 
world by storm. 

Yet, just six mouths ago. 
Matt, his twin brother Luke 
and their long-time school- 
friend and bass player Craig 
Logan were down and nearly 
out. Their second single When 
Will 1 Be Famous had failed 
almost as spectacularly as their 
first record I Owe You Noth- 
ing. 

BuL then, when they least 
expected it, came their lucky 
break. MatL sang unaccompan- 
ied on a children's TV show and 
began shooting up the charts. 

It lodged itself at number 
two, a position equalled by 
their next single Drop The Boy. 
and by theirdebutalbum. Push. 
The LP was awarded a gold disc 
in Britain on the day it came 
out. 

The trio has been greeted 
with similar reaction abroad — 
two songs simultaneously in the 
German and Danish top ten. 
And already the group has been 
offered, and turned down, an. 
opportunity which most other 
groups would kill for. 

Michael Jackson, the idol 
and inspiration for Mate, wants 
Bros to open up his summer 
concerts at Britain's Wembley 
Stadium shows that will be 
played before a total audience 
of more than 350,000. Three 
times he upped his financial 
incentive in an attempt to lure 
them — the figure finally 
approached £500,000 — and 
three times he was refused. 

Bros, their management ins- 
ist, will not play second fiddle to 
anyone. Not even the pop 
world's biggest superstar. Ins- 
tead, the group wifi embark on 
a British tour of their own this 
summer. 

No doubt that will -witness 
more displays ofBros mania. In 
the first four weeks of its exis- 


tence, the group’s official fan 
dub — The Bros Front — was 
Hooded with 15,000 applica- 
tions. At a personal appliance 
to sign copies of their album at a 
record store in London, 5,000 
Bros fans brought Oxford 
Street to a standstill. Worried 
police had to order the group to 
leave an hour earlier than 
scheduled fearful of whatmight 
happen if they remained . 

Adulation 

So far, the group has soaked 

up the adulation despite the fact 

that they have been forced out 
of the South London home they 
shared by screaming girls who 
kept a constant vigil outside, 
hoping for a glimpse of their 
heroes. 

Matt says: “Our mum still 
lives there, but we had to go. It 
wasn't fair on her or our neigh- 
bours. There were about 130 
girls outside every day. They 
were pulling the fence to pieces. 
We had to install special 
mirrored glass on our front 
windows to slop them all from 
looking in." 

But- Bros' reaction to all the 
attention has not been one of 
arroeance or resentment. “We 


just feel totally privileged and 
honoured by it all,*' says Luke, 
the group’s drummer. “All we 
can really say to these people is 
‘Thanks for giving us such a 
brilliant response.' As anyone 
who this has happened to will 
know, it's quite unreal — but 
we love it." 

Indeed, it’s everything Matt, 
Luke and Craig have wanted all 
their lives. Craig says: "What’s 
happening to us now is all we've 
ever wanted. From the very first 
time we started playing 
together, we were just deter- 
mined to be pop stars.” 

Born in Kirkcaldy, Scotland, 
Craig moved to Camberley in 
Surrey, when he was eight- 
years-old and first met Matt in 
the school dinner queue. Matt 
recalls: “I turned round and 
asked Craig ifhe would lend me 
50p to buy myself dinner, and 
being the fool that he is, he did.” 

Impressed by his friendliness 
arid generosity. Matt paid 
Craig back by asking him to 
join Caviar, tne group he had 
formed with Luke. “We were 
only 12atthetime.’'Mattadds: 


"We were in bands during our 
2nd, 3rd and fourth years at 
school — and before we even 
left we had a manager. At the 
time, the young group Musical 
Youth were successful, so 
obviously we thought we were 
going to be incredibly famous 
pop stars while we were still at 
school, too." 

Instead^ the Goss twins left 
when they were 16, to be joined 
six months later by Craig. 

Luke says: “From the start, 
all we did was concentrate on 
our music. “Matt and I did 
various jobs here and there — 
some labouring and a few mon- 
ths cl eaning cars — but only to 
keep the band going. We did it 
so I could buy new drum skins, 
or so Graig could get strings for 
his bass. We'd get some cash, 
and then we'd continue with the 
band." 

Having changed their name 
to Bros — “We’re like brothers, 
all three of us," says Matt — the 
group played their earliest con- 
certs to unanimously unimpres- 
sed audiences at working men’s 
dubs. 

Craig admits: “We were just 
background music, nobody lis- 
tened! The only song anyone 
ever stopped to notice was 
House Of The Rising Sun. 
Apart from that, Michael Jack- 
son could have walked in there 
and no one would have paid the 
slightest bit of attention. 

"It was dead embarrassing, 
but it was something we had to 
do. We wanted to learn to play 
properly and to get a good 
sound, so we could get out there 
and play live — and not just 
have the three of us jumping 
around miming with bows in 
our hair. We always knew that 
people would try to knock us 
and say, that we were contrived, 
so we were determined to prove 
them wrong." 

In April 1986, Micky Gra- 
ham — now the group's 
producer — was persuaded to 
go and see them play at Light- 
water in Surrey. Stunned by 
what he saw, he contacted Tom 
Watkins — also manager of the 
Pet Shop Boys — and he signed 
them up. 

A year later, Bros had a deal 
withCES Records and the slow 
and painstaking process of fin-

ding fame began. Matt recalls: 
“For a good year before any of 
this happened, we were all 
working really hard. Still, peo- 
ple think we’ve just arrived and 
have been moulded by the 
record company into an ins- 
tant, overnight success. 

Popularity 

“But we've been doing this 
for ever. As for the way we 
dress, we're no more image- 
consdous than any other teen- 
ager in the country who wants 
to look good. So far as our 
‘pretty boy' label is concerned 
— well, there’s no way I'm 
going to say that I hate being 
called apretty boy. Ifit helps us 
sell records, fine — but I don’t 
see why I should have to 
apologise for looking reasona- 
ble. If you look like a tub of 
manure does that mean no one 
should criticise you?" 

Criticism is something which 
Bros have had to face in almost 
equal proportion to their 
popularity. Resentment of 


their success has been both 
blatant and brutal. Matt has 
been pounced on outside a Lon- 
don nightclub and robbed of 
£150. Luke and his girlfriend — 
backing singer Shirley Lewis — 
were pulled from their car and 
attacked by two angry thugs. 

Matt confesses: “It has got a 
bit hairy lately, because some of 
the girl’’ boyfriends have got a 
bit jealous and we've had plenty 
of hassle as a result of that." 

Perhaps more disturbing has 
been the relentless pursuit of 
Bros by certain newspapers. 
Barely a day passes by when one 
of the group is not featured in 
one of the tabloids. 

Onerecent story claimed that 
Matt had left Bros to go solo. 
Matt explains: “That was the 
first totally and completely 
manufactured article about us. 
It didn’t have a single grain of 
truth in it. The press are 
unbelievable. 

“I mean, one of the most 
stupid things we ever saw was 


when a newspaper printed that 
Luke and I were not twins. They 
said it was a hype, aeon cleverly 
disguised by using make-up so 
that we looked similar, and 
then the next day they printed 
■another story about me — 
except they published a picture 
of Luke! It was really funny." 

Bros can afford to laugh 
now, but for how much longer? 
Matt is confident that it wifi be 
for a good while yet. “It's stat- 
ing the obvious, but we've still 
got a long way to go. We’ve still 
got to have our first numberone 
for a start 

"People ask us if we're both- 
ered about always getting to 
number two, but the honest 
truth is we’re not It leaves us 
with that extra bit of mountain 
to climb — and, in fact we're 
thankful it hasn’t happened yet 

“If we'd have gone straight to 
the top, down would have been 
the only place to go — and it 
mighthave turned us into horri- 
ble little brats...."

It is surprising how you can pro- 
mote tricks. This swindle occurred 
in a tournament some years ago. 

North’s leap to the grand slam 
was, to say the least, ambitious. 
South’s opening bid showed 25-27 
points, so the combined count might 
have been as low as 34. Not even 
North’s five-card suit might have 
been enough to compensate for 
that, especially since the pair might 


have been missing an ace. 

East- West were not doing all that 
well in the event, and West decided 
that it was time to roil the waters a 
little. So he selected as his opening 
lead the card nearest his thumb, and 
that turned out to be the jack of 
hearts. It proved to be a most fortu- 
itous opening. 

Outside of the heart suit, declarer 
.had nine fast tricks— three spades, 
five diamonds and a club. It seemed 
that the opening lead guaranteed 
four heart tricks, for under normal 
circumstances the lead of the jack 
indicates possession of the ten. 
Therefore, declarer would not need 
the club finesse. South won the first 
trick with the king, cashed the queen 
and then led the eight. When West 
produced a low heart, declarer con- 
fidently finessed the nine. East was 
rather surprised to find that he had 
collected the setting trick. 

Left to his own devices, declarer 
would have coasted home. He 
would first have tried for a 3-3 heart 
break, keeping the club finesse in 
reserve in case he amassed only 
three heart tricks. As the cards lie, 
both those chances come home, so 
declarer could roll up 16 tricks if 
that were permissible.

ALGIERS, June 10, (AP): Meet- 
ings among the oil ministers of 
six Arabmembers of OPEC have 
failed to produce any agreement 
on production quotas, delega- 
tion sources said yesterday.

The six oil ministers from 
Algeria, Libya, Iraq, Saudi

Algeria anaTlibya advocate 
production cuts while Saudi 
Arabia and the Gulf countries 
have defended their production 
levels. The split between the two 
camps led . to the failure- of an 
April meeting between OPEC 
and a number of non-OPEC oil 


exporters. 

The non-OPEC countries had 
offered to reduce their overall 
output by five, per cent, or 


183,000 barrels per day, on con- 
dition the OPEC group made a 
matching five per cent cut 

The OPEC countries, have a 
current -overall production ceil- 
ing of 15:06 million barrels per 
day, offered to match the 
proposed non-OPEC cut barrel - 
per-barrel, but could not agree 
on an overall five per cent, which 
would have lowered their ceiling 
by about 750,000 barrels per day. 

Called 

• Indonesia's Oil Minister, Gin- 
anjar Kartasasmita, earlier this 
. week called on the Arab OPEC 
members to resolve their dif- 
ferences at the Arab summit to 
help stabilise prices. 

The sources said the informal 
discussions in Algiers had dis- 
closed three tendencies among 
the Arab OPEC members. 

The Saudi-led group was

third quarter of 1 988, with a pos-

The sources said they doubted 
the differences would be resolved 
before the Arab ministers 
travelled to Vienna next week. 

Iraq, which has refused to be 
bound by its OPEC-fixed 
production ceiling, also took 
part in the talks, the sources said. 
Iraq has demanded a production 
quota equal to that of its Gulf 
war enemy, Iran. 

Meanwhile, Kuwaiti Oil Mini- 
ster, Sheikh Ali Khalifa A1 Sabah 
arrived in Vienna yesterday to 
attend the OPEC ministerial 
conference opening tomorrow. 

Sheikh Ah’ was the second 
OPEC oil minister to fly in. Ven- 
ezuelan Minister of Energy and 
Mines Dr Arturo Hernandez 
Grisanti arrived on Wednesday.

US March foreign trade deficit surges 


LONDON, June 10, (Reuter); 
The Kuwait Investment Office 
(KJO) has agreed not to increase 
its 22-per-cent stake in oil giant 
British Petroleum Co PLC (BP) 
pending a British government 
inquiry into its holding, the 
government said here yesterday. 

KJO, investment arm of the 
Kuwait government which 
places the Gulf, state's 
petrodollars worldwide, also 
said it would hot seek any seats 
on BP’s board until Britain's 
Monopolies and Mergers Com- 
mission had completed its inves- 
tigation. 

Holding 

In March, KIO said it would 
not raise its holding in BP, the 
world’s third largest oil com- 
pany, above 22.5 pear cent and 
would not seek a place on the BP 


board. 

But last month, Britain 
r efer re d the matter to the com- 
mission out of concern that an 
OPEC member state had bought 
intoa major oil company. 

“The implications of BP com- 
ing under the influence or control 
of a government with substantial 
oil interests and which is a mem-' 
ber of OPEC raises questions of 
public interest,” Lend Young, 
Britain's secretary of trade and 
industry, said when he referred 
the case to the commission on 
May 3. •

The Commerce Department 
released new trade figures which 
for the first time in two years 
adjusted the monthly numbers 
for normal seasonal change s in 
shipping patterns. 

Best showing 

A month ago, the government 
had reported that the trade 
deficit had fallen to $9.7 billion, 
its best showing in three years. 
However, analysts cautioned at 
the time that trade figures often 
improve in March because it is a 
good month for US export sales. 

Thus on a seasonally adjusted 
basis, the trade deficit in March 
became SI 1.9 billion. Likewise a 
February deficit, which had

PARIS, - June 10, (Reuter):. 
President Francois Mitterrand 
called on industrial nations on 
Wednesday to cancel one-third 
of the. debt of poor countries and 
said France would go ahead with 
the cuts whatever the reaction to 
his proposals: 

The response from other 
industrial powers ' was 
immediate. 

In an apparently coordinated 
move, the Bonn government 
simultaneously announced its 
own debt forgiveness plan. 

Writeoff 

A spokesman said West Ger- 
many would write ofT86 million 
marks ($50 million) of debt owed 
by five African nations and was 
considering forgiving 22 billion 
marks (SI 21 billion) more. 

In London, British Chancellor 
Nigel Lawson welcomed the 
French plans, which he said were 
a variant of earlier proposals he 
had made and had been endorsed 
by the United States. 

In Ottawa, Canadian officials 
said they would be looking for 
endorsement of a similar scheme 
at this month's Toronto econ- 
omic summit. 

In Paris, spokesman Jacques 
Attali said Mitterrand had 
already sent a letter to the Group 
of Seven (G-7) nations due to 
meet on June 19-21 InToronto to 
detail his proposals. 


In it, Mitterrand said: “We 
cannot any longer allow a situa- 
tion to exist whan financial tran- 
sfers from the South to the North 
exceed by almost 530 billion 
transfers in the opposite direc- 
tion — with the weight of. 
repayments weighing on fresh 
credits.” 

Urgent 

“Never has it been as urgent 
and as necessary to act to help the 
countries of the Third World, 
with the gap not ceasing to widen 
between rich nations and poor 
nations.” 

Mitterrand, just one month 
into a second presidential term, 
has long championed sub- 
Saharan nations, some of them 
former French colonies, and 
drawn attention to their plight 

He said the poorest nations 
had been hit hard by the fall in 
raw material prices, while facing 
problems such as famine and 
epidemics. Extreme poverty was 
growing in Africa, Latin 
America and many parts of Asia. 

The most recent World Bank 
figures show that at the end of 
1985, sub-Saharan Africa had 
debts of $63 ^billion, while the 
nust highly-rndebted nations, 
many of than in Latin America, 
owed the developed world $304 
billion. 

About five per cent of their 
entire yearly economic output of 


goods and services went on 
interest payments. 

Under Mitterrand’s plan, 
impoverished nations would 
have, three options to. alleviate 
debt burdens. 

They could opt to have G-7 
nations — the United States, 
Japan, Britain, West Germany, 
France, Canada and Italy — can- 
cel one-third of the total prin- 
cipal amounts borrowed and res- 
chedule the remainder .over 
about 10 years. 

Alternatively, they could ask 
for rescheduling of the total at 
current market interest rates, 
extending the repayment time to 
25 years from the current max- 
imum of 20. 

Rescheduling 

Or they could choose res- 
cheduling at a preferrential 
interest rate, less than half of the 
rates currently charged, and 
repay over a period of 15 years. 

The debt forgiveness would 
cover loans owed to govern- 
ments pr commercial loans 
guaranteed by government agen- 
cies. 

Mitterrand said more imagin- 
ation should be brought to bear 
on the global debt problem. 

In- particular, commercial 
banks should be encouraged to 
use new finanrial instruments to 
lessen the debt burden. .

S. Korea’s dependence 
on oil increases 

SEOUL, June 10, (OPECNA): South Korea’s dependence on ofi 
will reach 50.2 per cent in 1991 against an earlier projection of a 
46.0 per cent growth, according to the latest figures released by 
the Ministry of Energy and Resources. A revision of the minis- 
try’s sixth five-year plan raised the projection for the country's 
total energy demand for 1991 to 8436 million tons of o3 
equivalent (TOE) from the original estimate of 79.10 miUiou 
(TOE). The growth rate of the annual average total energy 
demand between 1987 and 1991 is now set at 6.7 per cent, an 
increase from the original projection of 5.1 per cent. The ministry 
ate) projected that the country's final energy demand, excluding 
losses during power generation, would reach 67.60 million TOE 
in 1991, up from the originally estimated level of 64.08 million 
TOE. 

During the 1987-91 period the animal average growth rate of 
energy demand per capita will reach 5.4 per cent, compared to an 
earlier projection of 3.8 per cent. The revised plan was to be 
discussed yesterday at the Korean Energy Economic Institute. 
According to 4 spokesman at the ministry, plans were on hand to 
import crude from China and the Soviet Union in a bid to diversify 
the country’s energy sources. 

Colombia’s oil pipeline 
under repair after attack 

BOGOTA, Colombia, June 10 . (AP): Colombia’s biggest oil 
pipeline, under repair after a series of leftist guerrilla attacks, 
wiD return to service today, the state oil company Ecopetrol said 
yesterday. On July 30, Eco^strol had to shot down the pipeline 
because leftist guerrillas had blown it up in five places, company 
president Francisco Jose Choua said yesterday. The pipeline 
carries oil from the country's biggest ofi field, at Cano Umon, in 
the state of Arauca along the Venezuelan bonier in northeast 
Colombia. 

The 500 mile (800 km) long pipeline goes to Puerto Covenas, a 
port on Colombia’s Caribbean coast. The field is operated jointiy 
by Occidental Petroleum Co„ Royal Dutch Shell and Eco petrol 
The field is capable of producing about 300,000 barrels of oil a 
day, and the pipeline can handle 250,000 barrels a day. Ecopetrol 
limi t 1 * pumping from Cano Umon to 215,000 barrels a day.

Dollar slips on US trade and interest rate worries 


LONDON, June 10, (Reuter): 
Worries that the US trade deficit 
is rising and that American 
interest rates may fall depressed 
the dollar and weighed on share 
p p res around the world today, 
dealers said. 

Gold rose. Dealers said that 
despite a slight drop in oil prices, 
they still fear inflation may be on 
the rise, especially as hot, dry 
weather in the North American 
grain belt threatens this year's 
Harvest. 

“I don't think the market's 
quite comfortable,” a Tokyo 
currency dealer Said. 

Slipped 

The dollar slipped half a pfen- 
nig to 1.7175 West* German 
marks and shed half a yen to 
124,80 yen. It losL 0.75 cents to 
trade around S 1 .82 to the British 
pound sterling. 

The price of gold was fixed in 
London at S457.10 an ounce, up 
SI .65 from yesterday afternoon's 
rate. 

Worries that the US trade 
deficit may rise when the latest 
data for April are reported next 
week weighed on financial mark- 
ets, dealers said. 

■ “I think the market's already 


bracing for a slightly higher num- 
ber," said Reijer Groenveld, vice 
president of Bank of America's 
Toyko branch. 

Currency dealers worry that 
Americans are still spending 
more dollars on imports than the 
rest of the world wants to hold 
and that the value of the dollar 
will slide as a result. 

Worry 

Investors worry that a cheap 
dollar will price European and 
Japanese exports off of key 
foreign markets. 

last month, the dollar jumped 
when the United States reported 
a sharp drop in its March trade 
deficit, to $9.75 billion. On Wed- 
nesday, the figure was revised to 
$11.95 billion, take account of 
seasonal factors. 

But economists warned then, 
and worry now. that a declining 
trade deficit may be a signal of 
strong economic growth — 
strong enough to risk rekindling 
inflation. 

Their worries deepened as dry 
weather in the US Mideast and 
Canadian Prairie provinces star- 
ted forcing grain prices up to 
their highest levels in years.

Forced 

Meanwhile, traders who had 
thought the US would be forced 
to raise interest rates to cool 
inflation were unsettled when 
Beryl Sprinkel, chairman of 
President Reagan’s Council of 
Economic Advisors, said he 
expects US interest rates to fall. 

That would make keeping 
funds in dollar-demonimated 
bank accounts and bonds less 
attractive and could weaken the 
dollar.

LONDON, June 10, (Reuter): 
Crude oil prices lost 20-35 cents 
per barrel on world spot markets 
today, the eve of the biannual 
meeting of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) in Vienna. 

The latest drift downward 
started late yesterday in the US 
when crude oil on the Nymex, the 
main US futures exchange, brea- 
ched technical support levels. 

After a short-lived recovery 
early in the European morning, 
prices fell a further 20-25 cents 
per barrel this afternoon, as bear- 
ish sentiment re-emerged amid 
doubts that OPEC will reach an 
accord to shore up flagging ofl 
prices. 

West Texas Intermediate, the 
benchmark US crude, fell to 
below $17per barrel for July, the 
lowest price in spot crude ofl 
futures since April 8. 

“Nothing will come out of the 
OPEC meeting, and there is a lot 
of crude ofl around,” said one US 
trader. 

In an interview with Reuters 
shortly after he arrived in 
Vienna, OPEC president and 
Nigerian Ofl Minister Rilwanu 
Lukman said that OPEC mem- 
bers are currently producing at 
18.2 million barrels per day, weH 
over their official levels. 

But Lukman said that 
provided OPEC members res- 
pected their output quotas, it 
would be possible to attain the 
OPEC target price of $18 per 
barrel. "If we have to cut we will 
cut, but I don't think we will have 
to cut to get $18 if all countries 
respect their quotas,” he said. 

The ofl ministers of Nigeria, 
Venezuela and Indonesia, widely 
regarded as moderates within the 
13-member group, were set to 
meet today to discuss common 
stands on problems facing the 
conference, OPEC delegates 
said. 

Gulf Air more

BAHRAIN, June 10, (Reuter): 
Gulf Air, a leading Middle East 
airline that slid into the red in 
1986, said today it more than 
doubled its losses last year but 
would still expand its fleet of air- 
craft. 

A company statement said it 
lost BD2.8 million ($7.4 million) 
in 1987 but would push ahead 
with plans to lease two boeing 
767s in additOD to six already in 
its fleet. 

Gulf Air, owned by Bahrain, 
Qatar, Oman and the emirate of 
Abu Dhabi, was hard hit by.Mid- 
dle East recession and tough 
competition and lost BD1.3 
million ($3.5 million) in 1986. 

Revenues fell last year by 9.2 
per cent to BD1 90 million ($504 
million) from BD209.3 milli on 
(SS55 million). In 1985, it net 
profit was BD13.7 million ($36.3 
million).

(Reuter): Prices at the wholesale 
level in the United States rose 0.5 
per cent in May after a 0.4 per 
cent increase in April, the gover- 
nment said today. 

The increase in the Labour 
Department's producer price 
index provided further evidence 
that inflation was accelerating 
but not so so rapidly that the 
Federal Reserve, the US central 
bank, would be forced to raise 
interest rates sharply in the 
immediate future, economists 
said. 

Forecasts 

The rise, which was led by 
higher prices for food, was in line 
with Wall Street forecasts. 

The index for finished goods 
also rose in line with expectations 
if the volatile components of 
food and energy were eliminated 
to get a better picture of the 
under lyingtrcnd. 

On this basis, wholesale prices 
rose 0.3 per cent last month after 
a 0.1 per cent increase in April. 

So far this year, producer 
prices have risen at a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 3.4 per 
cent compared with a 2.0 percent 
paoe in the 12 months ended last 
month. 


But the report showed that 
higher prices could be in the 
pipeline. Prices of goods at the 
intermediate stage of processing 
rose 0.6 per cent in May after a 
0.8 per cent April rise mid were 
5.3 per cent higher than a year 
earlier. 

Economists said the higher 
costs would be reflected later in 
the producer price index for fini- 
shed goods and, ultimately, in 
the price people pay in the shops. 

Consumer food price increases 
accelerated in May to 0.9 percent 
after a 0.4 per cent increase in 
April, the Labour Department 
said. 

Prices for eggs and fish 
rebounded sharply after falling 
in April, while increases 
accelerated for pork, processed 
chickens, bakery, products and 
vegetables. 

Lay ahead 

Although food costs were only 
0.6 per cent higher than a year 
ago, thanks to declines in some 
earlier months, economists said 
big monthly increases probably 
lay ahead because unusually dry 
weather in the Midwest had sent 
the pri6e“6fcbrn; 'SoybfeafiS'and 
-otheF- -Commodities soaring 


recently. 

Crude goods prices also rose a 
strong 1 .2 per cent in May after a 
1.3 per cent increase in April, 
although they remained just 2.4 
per cent higher than a year 
earlier. 

The warning signs of inflation 
in the producer price index come 
on top of evidence in other gover- 
nment reports that wage 
increases were accelerating too. 

The Federal Reserve has nud- 
ged up short-term interest rates 
in recent weeks to nip inflation- 
ary pressures in the bud, but 
economists said the central hank 
was anxious not to clamp down 
too hard for fear of unsettling

Western economies performing well: OECD 


PARIS, June 10, (Reuter): Wes- 
tern economies have performed 
much better than forecast since 
last year’s stock market crash, 
but a risk of inflation is resurfac- 
ing, the Organisation for Econ- 
omic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment (OECD) said today. 

“The current economic situa- 
tion is better than expected six 
months ago ... this relatively 
good news, however, should not 
be seen as ground for com- 
placency,” the 24-nation econ- 
omic forum warned in its half- 
yearly review. 

Worries 

David Henderson, bead of the 
Paris-based OECD's economics 
department, told reporters yes- 
terday that major worries 
included "chronic&Uy high rates 
of unemployment in a number of 
countries, the risk of an accelera- 
tion of inflation in some, and the 
slow reduction of current 
account imbalances.” 

The OECD said the gulf bet- 
ween the huge US trade deficit 
and surpluses in West Germany 
and Japan had begun to narrow 
but remained a desti Ulisiqg fac- 
tor in the world economy, while 
una 
prol 


While the risk of recession had 
receded, “an inflation risk is 
beginning to reappear in several 
countries,” it said. 

“The October stock-market 
crisis has not had lasting effects 
on business confidence, and fin- 
ancial markets have experienced 
a period of relative calm since the 
turn of the year,” it said. 

But it said financial markets 
could prove extremely sensitive 
to short-term developments. 

The OECD added that contin- 
ued high growth in the United 
States, which was running at a 
robust annual rate of 3.9 percent 
in first-quarter 1988, could 
become inflationary. This 
echoed concern voiced at the 
OECD annual minis terial meet- 
ing last month by British Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer Nigel 
Lawson. 

“The persistence of the present 
strength of US activity would 
slow the reduction of the current 
account deficit and would pose a 
risk of accelerating inflation,” 
the OECD said. 

Lawson also voiced concern 
over strong US activity in his 
remarks here last month, 
rojasy-the bhmfr Ttaqxmse- 


James Baker that he did not view 
high domestic demand as an 
inflationary risk. 

The OECD’s Henderson said 
yesterday the chief danger of 
accelerating US inflation would 
be if the dollar fdl further or 
growth accelerated, with a corre- 
sponding fall in joblessness. 

The OECD said that, while 
high demand could cause dif- 
ficulties for the US economy, the 
problem facing Europe was one 
ofhigh and rising unemployment 
and weakening activity. 

It said that preconditions were 
in place in Europe for a better 
economic performance, citing 
low inflation in many countries, 
wage moderation, improved 
profitability and greater willing- 
ness to adapt os the part of both 
workers and firms. 

“Yet for many European 
countries the outlook is stfll for 
sluggish growth of output, inves- 
tment and employment,” it said. 

Henderson said that the West 
German growth was running fas- 
ter than expected, but due to 
Higher export growth rather than 
policy initiatives by the govern- 
ment.

were faster than we expect it to 
be,” he added. 

The OECD is forecasting 2.75 
per cent West German domestic 
demand growth this year, slip- 
ping to 2.25 per cent in 1 989. 

In contrast the OECD report 
welcomed recent strong econ- 
omic growth in Japan, led by 
buoyant domestic demand and 
rapidly rising imports, but said 
this trend needed to be sustained. 

"Industry has been adjusting 
rapidly to changing conditions, 
imports have been rising strongly 
ana the current account surplus 
has narrowed ... it is important 
that this process continues — 
and be nurtured as necessary by 
policies — over the medium 
term.” the report said. 

It renewed calls for the US to 
reduce its budget and current 
account deficits, and said US 
monetary policy might have to 
respond in the near term to 

- inflationary pressures.

Mubarak signs new 
Islamic investment law 


CAIRO, June 10, (Reuter): 
Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak, has signed a new law 
to control the multi-billion- 
dollar business of Islamic invest- 
ment companies. 

He approved the law late yes- 
terday, less than 48 hours after its 
passage by parliament, the 
national Middle East News 
Agency (MENA) reported. 

The government said the law, 
which wifl force private Islamic 
firms to go public and subject 
them to scrutiny by a stele 
regulatory agency, was not hos- 
tile to the companies. 

Threaten 

Owners have protested at the 
legislation saying it could 
threaten their investments. They 
deny charges of misman- 
agement. 

The move followed official 
concern over the growing econ- 
omic power of the firms, which 
control the savings of hundreds 
of thousands of mostly low- 
income depositors. 

Instead of fixed interest, which 
is banned by Islam, the Islamic 
companies offer a risk-sharing 
scheme that paid over 20 per cent 
a year compared to about 13 per 
cent by banks. 

Bankers feared the companies 
paid larger dividends than they 
could afford and warned of a 
possible political and economic 


crisis if the system collapsed. 

Owners of four of the largest 
companies cancelled a mass rally 
of depositors scheduled for Sun- 
day. One senior company 
official who asked not to be 
named, said they were concerned 
it would turn into an anti-gover- 
nment riot. 

“Itis no secret that the govern- 
ment was subjected to a prolon- 
ged and fierce war of nerves 
designed to scare it away from 
handling the explosive issue ....” 
wrote editor Said Sonbol in the 
best-selling daily. Al-Akhbar. 

"It must be hoped the gover- 
nment wfll succeed in enforcing 
the legislation, a task which is 
actually uphill.” 

Permits 

• The law gives company 
owners three months to declare 
whether they plan to stay in busi- 
ness or liquidate. Those continu- 
ing must apply for permits to 
turn themselves into public com- 
panies subject to an array of new 
rules. 

An appendix to the law detail- 
ing how it is to be implemented is 
still being drafted. 

"The government basically 
gave itself total power to do 
whatever it wants -with these 
companies,” said a Western 
economist who studied the law. 
"But it remains to be seen how 
the regulations will be applied.”

Group of Seven keen to tackle debt crisis 


TORONTO, June 10, (Reuter): 
The seven major non-Commun- 
ist industrial countries open their 
annual economic summit here 
next week with leaders keen to 
tackle the debt crisis but wary of 
upsetting a delicate balance in 
world financial markets. 

Delegations from Britain, 
Canada, France. Italy, Japan, 
the United States and West Ger- 
many will meet from June 19 to 
21 to debate problems ranging 
from trade unbalances to farm 
subsidies. 

But, with concern over last 
October's stock market crash 
receding in the face of robust 
world growth, senior govern- 
ment officials in a Reuter survey 
saw a need to ride out the rest of 
the storm while presenting a. har- 
monious front to the world. 

Confidence 

“The bottom line for the sum- 
mit will be the question of the 
confidence of the markets,” said 
a senior Canadian official who 
-asked not to be identified. 

Assistant US Treasury 
Secretary David Mulford said a 
goal of the meeting, which will be 
held in a glass-fronted conven- 
tion centre near Lake Ontario, 
would be continued global econ- 
omic expansion and mainten- 
ance of an open world trading 
system. 

“I expect, therefore, that much 
of the discussion will centre on 
the coordination of economic 
policies by the major countries,” 
Mulford said in a recent speech. 

This will be President Ronald 


Reagan's last economic summit 
before he leaves office, and seems 
likely to be an anti-dimax for 
him following his dramatic Mos- 
cow summit with Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev earlier this 
month. 

Played down 

US officials have played down 
the chances of major new 
initiatives, saying it was impor- 
tant not to rode the boat ahead of 
the US presidential election in 
November. Reagan's Vice- 
President, George Bush, the 
Republican candidate, could 
suffer political damage if die US 
economy turned sour before 
then. 

Besides, the officials said, 
current policies were working, 
with signs of. healthy growth 
worldwide, improvement in the 
]LJS trade deficit and a reduction 
in Japan’s trade surplus. 

Success in stabilising exchange 
rates has encouraged Washing- 
ton to propose two enhan- 
cements to the policy coopera- 
tion begun in 1985: doser coor- 
dination of structural changes 
such as tax reform, and monitor- 
ing zones for key economic varia- 
bles such as trade balances and 
growth rates. 

Endorsement 

US offidals do not expect 
unqualified endorsement or the 
monitoring zone idea from their 
summit partners. Britain and 
West Germany fear it would 
encroach on their independence. 

Japanese officials said their 
policy of promoting domestic 


demand to spur growth was help- 
ing to rectify trade imbalances 
and this would help to preserve 
unity at the summit, the first for 
Japanese Prime Minister 
'Noboru Takeshi ta. 

“We don’t expert Japan to be 
under any harsh criticism about 
its trade surplus from the others 
this time,” a Japanese Foreign 
Ministry official told Reuters in 
Tokyo. 

It does appear that a new con- 
sensus is emerging to resolve a 
major part of the Third World 
debt problem. 

Lead 

French President Francois 
Mitterrand this week asked other 
summit countries of the so-called 
' Group of Seven to follow his lead 
in cancelling one third of the debt 
owed to them by the world’s 
poorest countries, in sub- 
Saharan Africa. 

“Never has it been as urgent 
and as necessary to act to help the 
countries of the Third World 
Mitterrand, beginning a second 
seven-year term, said in a letter to 
other G-7 leaders. 

West German Chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl is expected to be sym- 
pathetic to the plan. Bonn has 
announced its own forgiveness 
scheme, promising to write off 
!$50 million of African debt and 
considering cancelling $1.27 
billion more. 

British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Nigel Lawson, also 
promoting a debt relief scheme 
for the poorest nations, wel- 
comed the initiative.

Japan’s trade surplus plunges in May 


TOKYO, June 10, (Reuter): 
Japan's overall trade surplus in 
May plunged over 20 per cent 
and the surplus with the United 
States fell even more, spurring 
optimism among economists of 
more declines to come. 

“Japan’s imports are growing 
more rapidly than before — and 
we can expect even ■ more 
improvement,” said economist 
Masaro Talcagi of Fuji Bank 
Ltd. 

The government reported yes- 
terday that Japan's overall trade 
surplus dropped to $5.05 billion 
from 6.42 billion in the same 
month last year, marking the 
1 3th straight monthly fall 
Pleased 

“We are very pleased to see 
these nice figures,” Takagi said. 
Tm optimistic for this year and 
next." 

Most of that drop was in the 
trade gap with the United States, 
noted Soichiro Akahane, econ- 
omist at Bank of Tokyo Ltd.

BEIJING, June 10,(AP): A trade 
protocol signed by China and 
India for 1988 sets no ceilings for 
the value of imports and exports 
in an attempt to increase bilateral 
trade, the Indian embassy said 
yesterday. 

Trade volume was limited by 
the three previous annual trade 
agreements between China and 
India. The ceiling was placed at 
$200 million last year. 

The mostly govemment-to- 
govemment trade in 1986-87 
totaled about $138 million, with 
China enjoying a substantial sur- 
plus. 

Negotiations 

Chinese Minister of Foreign 
Economic Relations and Trade 
Zheng Tuobin told India during 
their three days of negotiations in 
Beijing that China was willing to 
work on a long-range plan to 
reduce the trade imbalance, a 
statement from theembassy said. 

He also expressed interest in 
importing such items as food- 
grains and chemicals, and said 
the two countries should explore 
possibilities of technology trans- 
fers, it said. . 

The Federation of Indian 
Chambers of Commerce and 
Industry sent a delegation to 


China earlier this month to look 
into possible technology sales to 
small- and medium-sized Chin- 
ese companies and other ways of 
boosting India's exports to 
China. 

Under the newly signed part, 
India will export several new 
products to China, including oil 
field equipment and chemicals, 
electronic components and soft- 
ware, agrochemicals and pes- ^ 
ticides, linear alkyl benzene and " 
synthetic yarn, the embassy 
statement said. 

Export 

China will export raw silk and 
silk yarn, fresh water pearls, 
pharmaceuticals and pig iron to 
India, it said 

The protocol was signed on 
Wednesday in Beijing by visiting 
Indian Commerce Secretary AN 
Vanna and Chinese Vice Mini- 
ster of Foreign Economic Rela- 
tions and Trade Shen Jueren. 

The two sides also discussed 
resumption of border trade and 
agreed to meet for further talks, . 
the _ embassy said. China and 
India fought a frontier war in 
1962 and still dispute their com- 
mon border, but economic and 
cultural . exchanges have 1/ 
increased in recent years.

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FAMILY DOCTOR

CHANGES OF ADOLESCENCE CAN 
LEAD TO DEPRESSION 


QUESTION: How do you recognise depres- 
sion in a teen-aged daughter? 

ANSWER: Because teen-aged girls are 
going through so many social, physical and 
emotional changes, it is hard for parents to - 
sort the normal difficulties from those that 
need professional attention. Adolescence is 
a time of change for parents and children, so 
there will be times of friction, anxiety and 
sadness. These times do not last, however, 
and they are resolved by continuing com- 
munication between parent and child. 

The time to be concerned is when withdr- 
awal, self-consciousness and sadness are 
prolonged, and communication is limited or ■ 
non-existent. Recognising that adolescence 
is a time of change, it is just as important to 
realise tha t it is a part of life and that most 
teens cope with it without withdrawing from 
others or suffering prolonged mood chan- 
ges. 

Women suffer more adult mood distur- 
bances than men, and this finding is consis- 
tent throughout the world. As you might 
expect, the reasons for this are not agreed 
upon, with some feeling the differences are 
biological and some feeling that social cir- 


cumstances cause them. Regardless of the 
reasons, your teen-aged daughter has a 
higher chance ofhaving emotional difficulty 
than your teen-aged son. 

If yourdaughter is experiencing sleep dis- 
turbances, changes in eating habits, loss of 
interest m her appearance and withdrawal 
from friends' and family, she may be suffer- 
ing depression. If her normal functioning is 
disturbed by depression, she needs atten- 
tion. School ana work performance will 
Suffer, because depression zaps the energy 
that is required for good performance. 

Talk with school counsellors or your 
family doctor if you are concerned about 
your daughter. Counselling by a skilled and 
caringprofessional may be all that is needed, 
or your daughter may require the help of 
anti-depressant medications to. help her 
over this difficult time. 

QUESTION: I have a very brief question 
that no one seems to be able to answer for 
me. Why do we yawn? 

ANSWER: Actually, that is a very good 
question. TU be honest. There is not a 
tremendous amount written about the 
process of yawning but it certainly is some- 


thing we all do. at one time or another. Now 
a yawn is not simply opening the mouth 
wide, but is usually accompanied by a deep 
inspiration, filling the lungs with air. That 
has ted to a theory that yawning has some- 
thing to do with the state of our lungs. As we 
all Know the lung is filled with millions of 
minute air sacs where oxygen is taken out of 
the air transferred into the bloodstream. 

When 
enough of them have been affected, we yawn 
to re-expand them. If we search for a logical 
reason for everyone yawning at the same 
time, it might be because they axe all d< 
the. same thing, like sitting in a room wit 
stale air, watching a show, where shallow 
breathing sets in. Therefore, they would all 
need to yawn at the same time. Of course, it 
also has been written that yawning can be 
induced by the power of suggestion, and we 
sort of “catch” it from the next person. Or it 
could just mean the show was boring and the 
yawn was a display of disinterest. Take your 
pick.

Gap 

After a gap, he finds that the 
marriage has hit the rocks, 
Shabana has become a childless 
shrew and a looney who often 
goes hysterical.

He has an affair witha 
half-Parsi merry widow (Kiran 
Singh), who has given him a 
child. Anupam soon dies of 
heart atiack and when money 
runs out, it is the mistress who 
shows some nobility.

On the contrary those 
who flitted through life met a 
bad end. 

The film which was made at a 
cost of 13 lakhs does not 
achieve any purpose. It selects a 
period which is thirty years old 
so that it can justify the Parsis 
looking like museum pieces. 
No doubt, their houses, old 
decoration pieces and costumes 
are lovingly selected and 
photographed. But it still

Actually Parsis have merited

But such films result in 
getting the minorities even 
more segregated from the 
mainstream. We have to still 
wait for a true film on Parsis.

LOS ANGELES, June 10, 
(Reuter): James Worthy scored

The Lakers, shackled by the 
rugged Detroit defence in a 
shock 105-93 defeat in the open- 
bag game, took advantage of mis- 
erable first-half shooting by the 
Pistons to build a 10-point half- 
time lead of 49-39 and never 
trailed after that. 

Outburst 

Detroit fought back gamely 
late m the third quarter and early 
in the fourth quarter, using a 17-5 
scoring outburst against Los 
Angeles to even the game at 80- 
80 with just over eight minutes 
left. 

The Lakers, however, scored 
nine of the pext 11 points and 
were never again threatened. 

Adrian D&ntley, who scored 
34 points to lead Detroit to vic- 
tory in game one, was limited to a 
team-high of 1 9 points. 

The series now moves to 
Detroit for games on Sunday, 
Tuesday and next Thursday 


McLarens tipped to win GP 


MONTREAL, June 10, 
(Reuter): The key words in the 
Formula One Grand Prix season 
so far are Prost, McLaren and 
turbo-charged — a combination 
which enters Sunday's Canadian 
Grand Prix with victories in three 
of the four races this year. 

In the San Marino race he 
failed to win. Frenchman Alain 
Prost — who has won a record 3 1 
Grand Prix races — was second, 
behind McLaren teammate Ayr- 
ton Senna of Brazil. 


Prost, with 33 points, leads the 
race for the world drivers' cham- 
pionship. Ferraxi's Gerhard Ber- 
ger of Austria, second in the 
opening race of the season in 
Brazil and again in Monaco, is in 
second, place with 18 points, 
three ahead of Senna. 

Laps 

The McLaren teammates are 
obvious strong favourites for 
Sunday grace, over 69 laps of the 
4.41 km GiDes Villeneuve circuit, 
although Prost has never won a 


Grand Prix in North America. 

The track has been altered 
since the last Canadian Grand 
Prix in 1986 and now includes a 
longer straight before the left- 
hand, 90 degree bend. 

The race, on a man-made 
island on the St Lawrence River, 
was cancelled last year because of 
a legal wrangle involving a spon- 
sorship dispute between rival 
breweries and the Formula One 
Constructors’ Association 
(FOCA), the governing body of 
Grand Prix racing.

ATLANTIC CITY, New Jersey, 
June 10, (AP): Heavyweight box- 
ing champion Mike Tyson was in 
a no-nonsense mood Wednesday 
at a news conference for his title 
defence against Michael Spinks 
June 27. 

While Spinks answered ques- 
tions in a laidback manner, 
Tyson bristled at many ques- 
tions. 

After Spinks, who was strip- 
ped of his International Boxing 
Federation heavyweight cham- 
pionship, said he still feels like a 
champion, Tyson noted that 
Spinks had given up the title 
rather than fight him last year. 

Champion 

“IT! die or give up anything 
before I give up my title,” Tyson 
said. 

“He’s a champion? Give me a 
break. He never fought anybody 
but (Larry) Holmes. He never 
fought anyone in the top 10 — a 
Tony Tubbs, a Pinklon Thomas. 
Give me a break." 

Tyson, the undisputed cham- 
pion, is a 4-1 favourite, as was 
Thomas Hearns, who was upset 
by Iran Barkley lor the World 
Boxing Council middleweight 
title Monday night. 

Asked if he thought the same 
thing could happen to him, 
Tyson, 21, snapped, “I’m not 
Tommy Hearns. I’m the best 
fighter in the world." 

Tyson appeared extremely 
sensitive to questions about his 


personal life. 

There have been reports of 
feuding in the Tyson camp 
involving the fighter, manager 
Bill Cayton and promoter Don 
King. 

Asked if his relationship with 
Cayton would change after the 
fight, Tyson said, “that's none of 
your business. I'll take care of 
that after the fight. I'm an 
independent man. 1 can handle 
myself.” 

Then, he lashed out at the 
media, snapping, “Whatever 
good relationships we've had, 
throw it away." 

He complained about what 
has been written about him. 

Shortly thereafter, a caller on 
what was a satellite hookup, said 
to Tyson, “You're expecting a 
child. What was your favourite 
subject in school that you could 
help a child with?" 

“You shouldn't ask personal 
questions like that," Tyson 
replied. 

There could be a problem 
about the length of the fighL The 
1BF, whose turn it is to be in 
control of a fight for the undis- 
puted heavyweight title, has a 1 5- 
round title limit which will not 
change until September. 

“I have decided it will be a 12- 
round fight and I hope Bob Lee 
will reconsider." Cayton said of 
Lee, who is president of the IBF. 

“If Mike steps into the ring as 
our champion, he'll step into a 
15-round fight," said Lee.

WASHINGTON. June 10. 
(Reuter): Boxing great Muham- 
mad Ali. whose speech has been 
slurred and stumbling in recent 
years, is talking as rapidly and as 
clearly as of old thunks to new 
medicine he is taking for Parkin- 
son’s Syndrome, the Washing- 
ton Post said yesterday. 

The Post said the new treat- 
ment has allowed Ali to talk as 
rapidly as a machine gun as he 
sprays forth comments on 
everyone from Jesse Jackson to 
Mikhail Gorbachev. 

The former heavyweight 
champion has cut a tragic picture 
in recent years because of his 
slurred speech that has led many 
people to assume he took loo 
many head blows in the ring. 

“I bet you're surprised. I’m 
talking this good," Ali said in an 

interview with the Post. 

He added, "sec. I'm not stupid. 
I'm not brain damaged. The 
mind is good. I just sometimes 
have trouble articulating." 

He said he was now taking new 
medication that "makes a real 
difference." but declined to dis- 
cuss it in detail. 

Caused 

Ali suffered from Parkinson's 
Syndrome, which is related to 
Parkinson's disease and was 
caused by the many beatings he 
tookin the ring. It is a progressive 
neurological degeneration that 
causes muscles to be unrespon- 
sive. 

The ex-champion was philoso- 
phical about his illness. “God 
gave me this physical impair- 
ment Lo remind me that I am not 
the greatest. He is," Ali said. 

On other subjects, Ali sugges- 
ted that the lime was not yet right 
for black civil rights activist Jesse 
Jackson to become president. 

“I think timing is everything." 
be said, adding: “And ! don't 
think the time is right for Jesse to 
be the leader of the free world. He 
needs to prove that he is not just a 
cheerleader."

SEOUL, South Korea, June 10, 
(AP): Thousands of people yes- 
terday marked the 100th- day 
before the Olympics open by 
raising the flags of the 161 com- 
peting nations at City Hah Plaza. 

Traditional instruments 
wailed Korean tunes, and a mar- 
ching band of women dressed in 
blue shorts, whi te boots and rain- 
bow sashes sounded a fanfare 
while thousands of people 
paused along the sides of the 
plaza to watch the half-hour 
ceremony. 

Expected 

A giant “100" glowed from a 
signboard atop City Hah that 
has been counting down to the 
Olympics for more than a year. 
The biggest-ever Games, with 
12,000 athletes expected, are 
scheduled Sept 17 -Ocl 2 in the 
South Korean capital, the 
second Asian city to host the 
Sommer Olympics. The 1964 
Games were held in Tokyo. 

In recent months, Olympic 
flags had flown from the double 
circle of flagpoles around an 
island of greenery and a fountain 
in the centre of an intersection of 
three major streets. They were 


replaced yesterday by the 161 
national flags, along with one 
Olympic flag and a Seoul Olym- 
pic flag. 

Four people manned each 
flagpole for the ceremony. A per- 
son dressed as hodori, the Seoul 
Olympics’ tiger mascot, stood 
beside mayor Kim Yong-Nae 
and other dignitaries. 

These are the first Summer 
Olympics since 1976 in which 
both the United States and the 
Soviet-bloc countries are com- 
peting. North Korea, Albania, 
Cuba, Nicaragua, Ethiopia and 
the Seychelles have not accepted 
invitations to enter the Games in 
Seoul. North Korea has said it 
won’t enter unless it is made a co- 
host 

Meanwhile, sports officials 
briefed President Roh Tae-Woo 
on the progress of preparations 
for the Games. 

“The only problems remain- 
ing now are to stage the Games 
safely by preventing security 
provocations or terrorism and 
have the entire people participate 
in the Games as ‘our Olympics’ ... 
to turn the Games into a festival 
of joy, harmony and peace," Rob 
said.

John Emburey was named 
England cricket captain today, 
taking over from Mike Gatling 
who was sacked yesterday. 

Gatting was stripped of the 
captaincy by the Test and 
County Cricket Board (TCCB) 
for behaving irresponsibly dur- 
ing the first Test by inviting- a 
woman back to his hotel room. 


TCCB chairman Peter May 
said Gatting had told the selec- 
tors he did not wish to be con- 
sidered for the second Test 
against West Indies which starts 
at Lord’s next Thursday. 

Cricketauthoritiessaidyester- 
day they accepted his denial of 
sexual misconduct with the 
woman on Monday night during 
the first cricket Test match 
against the West Indies. But they 
added they were concerned at his 
admission that he had behaved 
irresponsibly. 

Former England captain Peter 


May, chairman of the Test and 
County Cricket Board selectors, 
told reporters: “No player must 
put himself in a position whereby 
the image of English cricket is 
damaged in any way.” 

Gatting had told the selectors 
he was celebrating his 3 1st birth- 
day and invited a woman to his 
hotel room near Leicester, cen- 
tral England for a drink, and that 
fora time they were alone. 

The bearded cricketer, who is 
married with two children, issued 
a statement last night saying: “I 
categorically deny allegations of 
sexual impropriety which have 
been made against me by certain 
newspapers. , 

‘‘I have instructed my 
solicitors to commence the neces- 
sary action against those news- 
papers for libeL” 

The woman at the centre of the 
row, 20-year-old Louise Ship- 
man has told reporters that she 
and two other women accom- 
panied Gatting and other mem- 
bers of the England team to the 


hotel. 

Four other players, Allan 
Lamb, Phillip Defreitas, Paul 
Jarvis and Paul Downton. have 
been asked to give their explana- 
tions to the selectors about wide- 
spread newspaper allegations to 
sex romps.
